Senator fimoot also announced that 
the introduction of amendments will 
begin as soon as the bill comes frora 
committee and that many roll rails 
will be demanded. 
If this plan is pur­ 
sued systematically the journey of 
the bill through the senate Is certain 
to be prolonged. 
Senator Simmons has called the 
first meeting of the full membership 
of the finance committee to consider 
questions relating to the tariff.

brought to a focus when Senator Ltp- 
pett proposed an amendment which 
would require immediate publication 
of all briefs filed with the finance 
committee. 
Thereupon Senator Sim­ 
mons moved the whole m atter bo re­ 
ferred to tho finance committee and 
the motion was carried, 42 to 29.

The train, composed of an engine, 
three freight cars and caboose, the 
latter 
carrying 
passengers, 
had 
stopped between Sewell and Landis- 
burg' to clear away debris deposited 
by a cloudburst. 
While this work was in progress an­ 
other slide occurred and the train was 
thrown from the tracks down 300 feet 
of the mountainside. 
Among the dead are Jam es Walker 
/Of Hinton, a traveling salesman, and 
Mrs. Amlck of Landlsburg. 
A young 
girl Is known to have been killed. 
Three 
other 
passengers, 
all 
men, 
known to have been aboard the ca­ 
boose, have not been seen since th*j 
accident and are believed to be dead 
under the wreckage. 
The deluge had caused landslides 
all along the right of way. While the 
crew labored to clear away one of 
these tons of earth slipped from the 
mountainside and the train was swept 
from the tracks and rolled down an 
embankment.

Henry M. Flagler, aged eighty-three, 
capitalist and railroad magnate, died 
at his winter home here after an ill­ 
ness of several weeks. 
Mr. Flagler 
recently fell down a flight of steps in 
his home and, because of his ad­ 
vanced age, his recovery had not been 
anticipated. 
The career of Henry Morrison Flag­ 
ler, whose greatest achievement was 
the building of the Florida and Fast 
Coast railroad and its extension over 
the coral reefs to Key West, was as 
picturesque as it wras meteoric. 
From 
behind the counter in a country stor« 
he became one of the rulers of Stand­ 
ard Oil, second only to John D. Rock­ 
efeller, and the chief financial figure 
in the state of Florida.

All train accidents on steam roads 
during that time killed 288 and in­ 
jured 4,698, an increase of 87 in th* 
killed and 315 in the Injured during 
the corresponding period of the year 
before. 
These facts are disclosed In the ac­ 
cident bulletin of the interstate com­ 
merce commission for the quarter end­ 
ed Sept. 20, 1912. 
Accidents of other kinds, Including 
those sustained by employes while at 
work, not including “Industrial acci­ 
dents,” make the number of casual­ 
ties 2,995 killed and 22,447 Injured, n 
total Increase of 237 killed and 3,340 
injured. 
The damage to equipment 
and railway by the accidents aggre­ 
gated $3,366,401, a large Increase.

Ten Thousand Chicago Persons 
Try to See Wedding. 


Chicago, May 21.—Dr. Frank Lago- 
rlo, son of the head of the Pasteur 
institute in this city, and Miss Ella 
Triner were 
married despite riots 
which prevailed for a block or more 
around St. Procopius Catholic church 
and in the face of a $20,000 breach of 
promise suit filed two days ago by 
Miss Emily Huggins, who claimed Dr. 
Lagorio had led her to believe she 
was to be his wife. 
In one of Miss Huggins' interviews 
she announced she would prevent the 
wedding at all costs, even to the 
point of abducting Dr. l^agorio, but 
later announced she would remain at 
home. 
The widespread notoriety attaching 
to the wedding, however, brought out 
a crowd of more than 10,000 persons, 
impelled by curiosity and the thought 
that perhaps some coup might be exe­ 
cuted. 
After Dr. I>agorlo, Miss Triner, her 
father, brother and sister arrived at 
the church, the crowd made a great 
rush to get near the temporary can­ 
vas port© cochre extending from the 
street to the church door and the 
police found themselves unable to 
cope with the situation. 
With the arrival of all the reserves 
in the district Lieutenant O'Brien, 
waving his revolver in the face of the 
mob, cleared a path so that the bridal 
party could enter the church. 
Immediately, however, the entrance 
and the street in front of the church

Huggins 
engaged

fisticuffs 
freely and many women and chil­ 
dren, caught in tho crush, were rough­ 
ly handled.

Northern Pacific Planning to 
Build 
New Branch in Montana. 
Butte, Mont., May 21.—The North 
ern Pacific will construct a line from 
Helper* Mont., on the Billings and 
Northern road, to Melville, north of 
Livingston, in Eastern Montana, ac­ 
cording to an announcement made by 
Northern Pacific officials.

Tho seriousness 
of the situation ia pointed out in the 
Ix>kal Antieger. 
A correspondent of the paper sa- 
serts that during discussions of th« 
budget committee in April, when Cen­ 
trists and Socialists were vigorously 
slashing the bill. Imperial Chancellor 
von Bethin*nn-HoIlw eg sent word to 
them that parliament would be dis­ 
solved if they persisted In their course. 
At the resumption of discussion* 
in committee the Centrists proposed to 
diminish by 1,008 the list of 1,638 ad­ 
ditional army lieutenants demanded 
and by 1,044 the list of additional non­ 
commissioned officers, as well a* * 
number of other officers. 
Members of the Socialist party nat­ 
urally supported these proposals, thu* 
making a majority against the gov­ 
ernm ent extremely probable.

It la the spinning motion which Is 
sw iftest and most destructive. T he a d ­ 
vance of the storm may not be as rapid 
as th a t of m any a com paratively h a rm ­ 
less gale. 
The tw isting motion is esti­ 
m ated at not less than 200 miles an 
hoar in the w orst tornadoes. 
T he true cyclone of the W est Indies, 
the China sea and other parts of th e 
tropics is entirely d ifferen t 
Its force 
is spent in a furious wind th a t seem s 
to blow alm ost straight ahead, w hile 
tho storm revolves, more or less fully, 
around a circle tile circa inference of 
which may be m any hundred milos 
A 
tornado w reaks its fury on a strip of 
land usually only a mile or less In 
width. 
The cyclone sweejje scores or 
hundreds of milos of sea or shore.

bo absorbed with less fatig ue and dis- I 
comfort. 
T h e principle of electricity 
a ctin g as a food vnluo Is th a t It adds 
to th e heat energy of the stom ach so 
th a t much less food has to be taken 
into the body. 


Currents Applied to Body. 
Ills method is called " diathermy,** 
an d he applies frequ en t cu rrents to the 
h u m an body, so that, instead of b e at 
having to In* produced from food m a­ 
terial-' w hich need to be consum ed an d 
burned in tin* system and th us give | 
rise m m uch overw ork o f the organs, ' 
th e artificial m ethod produces tin* sam e 
I e a t a t m uch less Injurious cost to th e 
genera) condition of health. 
T h ese electric currents, h e says, pass 
thro ug h th e body w itho ut th e least 
feel i Lr. 
T h e cu rren t is of tw o or th ree 
am peres stre n g th arid voltage of 1,000 
to 2.5<>0 volts an hour, an d this am o u n t 
of electricity equals one-third o f tho 
daily food value w hich should be con­ 
sum ed by one person. 
Ile applied the llrst test to a m an 
win* w as la bad physical condition. 
T h e patien t a t tho tim e w as (‘ating too 
m uch anim al food, b ut w ns unable to 
work, w as sensitive to h eat and cold 
and could n o t w alk th irty feet w ith o u t 
aid.

A ll train accidents on steam roads 
during that time killed 288 and in­ 
jured 4.598, an increase of 87 in th* 
killed and 315 in the injured during 
the corresponding period of the year 
before. 
These facts are disclosed in the ac­ 
cident bulletin of the Interstate com­ 
merce commission for the quarter end­ 
ed Sept. 20, 1912. 
Accidents of other kinds, Including 
those sustained by employes while at 
work, not including “ industrial acci­ 
dents,” make the number of casual­ 
ties 2,995 killed and 22,447 injured, 'i 
total increase of 237 killed and 3,340 
injured. 
The damage to equipment 
and railw ay by the accidents aggre­ 
gated $3,366,401, a large increase.

For a long time scientists have l>een 
looking for a cure which will <b> aw ny 
with some of tile multiple ailm ents o f 
the hum an body and have been univer­ 
sally of th e opinion th at lf food could 
K* in a m ore condensed form it w ould 
be absorbed with less fatigue and dis­ 
c o m fo rt 
T h e principle o f electricity 
acting as a food value is th a t it adds 
to tin* heat energy of the stom ach so 
th at much less food has to lie taken 
into th e Im sly. 


C urrents Applied to Body. 
IT is m ethod is called "d iatherm y ,” 
arid he applies frequent currents to the 
hum an body, so th at. instead of h eat 
having to lie produced from food m a­ 
terials which need to Im' consum ed and 
burned in th e system and thus give 
rise to much overw ork o f the organs, 
th e artificial m ethod produces th e sam e 
beat a t much less Injurious cost to the 
general condition of health. 
T h ese electric currents, h e says, pass 
through the body w ithout th e least 
fee!mg.

A nother exam ple of the stran g e it hoi 
to w hich experts are p utting electricity 
is the m ethod o f grow ing p lants by In­ 
door electrical apparatus. Tills device 
<-onts but a sm all sum to build and «*nn 
be operated in nny room w hich is light­ 
ed by electricity. 
It consists of two small coils of w ire 
eon fleeted to a lighting circuit nisi also 
to another coil of larger w ire w hich 
su rro u n d s th e wooden fram e in w hich 
th e plants an* to bo kept. 
W ithin tills fram e ar© m ounted sev­ 
en! I shelves, upon which are placed 
|»oxes bolding tile seeds anil plants to 
lie forced. 
T hen, w hen th e c u rre n t is 
tu rn e d on, the space lixtde is silently 
agitated by tile electrical discharge of 
high frequency. 
Tills action causes tho seed and plnnt 
to grow w ith great rapidity nnd to 
re ich a size larger than ordinary

time. 


WHIRL OF T H E TORNADO. 


*tveep of the tornado rs closely imi­ 
tated.
